ie F you can’t sell cows and bred heifers now, it’s your own 
fault. With the heavy demand for more milk and an ap- 
parent shortage of cows and bred heifers for sale, this should 
be a seller's market. 

Are you letting people know that you have replace- 
ments or foundation cows and heifers for sale? If you have 
purebred cattle for sale, be sure to Jet your fieldman know. 
You might want to do some advertising, either locally, na- 
tionally, or both. The quality of your cattle and drawing 
power of your herd will dictate which is most feasible. 

lhe farm page in your local paper or magazine is a 
great spot to let people know that you have grade or com- 
mercial dairy cows and heifers for sale. W hile the eventual 
buyer may not see the ad, word of mouth from someone 
who did see your advertisement will get to him. 


If you have more dairy cattle than you can care for 
properly, don’t miss this chance to cash in on your surplus. 
Many, many farms have cows “running out their ears,” so 
to speak. Now might be the time to cut your herd down to 


a workable unit, a size the barns were built to handle. You 
may even “net” more dollars milking fewer cows ‘by caring 
for them better. 

Buyers are not paying extremely high prices for cows 
and bred heifers. They are not that herd to buy. But, the 
prices are up from a year ago. The “plain” cattle, the ones 
you as a seller don't like, are not liked by today’s buyer either. 

Cattle are not so scarce or milk prices so high that just any 
id cow will sell well. 

We say this because we do not want to leave the im- 
pression that cow buyers are beating down the doors or 
standing in line to buy cattle. There is still no rationing or 
priority list. But there is a demand; the market is there for 
those who will reach for it. 

Most cow buyers we contact are better-than-average 
cowmen. They are by no means “babes in the woods.” They 
have been confronted by experts. Don’t try to fool them. 
Price your cattle realistically. Make sure you are getting 
what they are worth, but don’t scare potential customers 
away with prices that cannot be justified. 

It always helped us to have this thought in the back 
of our minds: “Will he like these cattle well enough at 
this price to come back for more?” Work for repeat sales. 

Go to some public sales. Attend farm auctions where 
dairy cattle are being publicly appraised. Know what 
slaughter cattle are worth per pound. Be informed. It is 
your business to know these things.

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What Is Your Culling Power? 


uLLING long has been recog- 
( nized as one of the most useful 

tools in herd improvement. But, 
just as with many other management 
factors, some dairymen use this tool 
wisely while others let is rust. 

How does culling power (culling 
pressure) work? Let us assume that 
we have a herd with a genetic base 
of 14000 r of milk per cow an- 
nually and a standard deviation of 
2000 pounds. How much influence 
on the production level of this herd 
could we expect from various culling 


rates?

“Per Cent Culled” in Table I. 
only refers to that portion of the 
herd culled because of inherited low 
production. Cows culled for low 
production due to other reasons are 
not included in this column. 

As Table I. shows, the average 
production of the herd would not 
improve if no cows were culled be- 
cause of inherited low production, 
and all of the culling was done for 
cow production due to other reasons. 
If the lowest 20 per cent were culled, 
the remaining 80 per cent should 
average about 14701 Ibs. of milk an- 
nually. As dairymen seldom have an 
opportunity to cull heavier than 20 
per cent on the basis of inherited 
production—unless the herd is being 
reduced in numbers—there is no need 
to consider higher culling rates than 
shown in Table I. 


Why Are Cows Culled? 


Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion CDHIA) reports usually show 
that a large majority of cows are 
culled because of low production. 
But it is not unusual to find that 
many of these cows produced well 
above the herd’s culling level during 
previous lactations. This strongly 
suggests that inheritance may be 
only one of several factors respon- 
sible for the low production of cows 
culled.

A study of DHIA records was 
undertaken in several California 
DHIA_ organizations to pinpoint 
more accurately the real reason for 
low production. As only herds with 
excellent culling records could be 
used, the number of herds studied 
did not constitute an accurate sample. 
Furthermore, inherited low produc- 
tion was determined by the process 
of elimination—if no other reason 
could be found, inheritance was 
blamed. This preliminary work 
showed that more intensive study is 
needed on this problem. 

A consensus of these studies indi- 
cates that only about 30 per cent of 
the cows culled are culled because of 
inherited low production. That 55 
per cent were culled because of mas- 
titis, udder trouble, or low fertility, 
was even more embarrassing. Ap- 
proximately 15 per cent were culled 
for miscellaneous reasons—other dis- 
eases, injuries, poor type, calving 
problems, old age, ete. 

These figures cannot be regarded 
as averages; they should be consid- 
ered only reasonable estimates. They 
indicate, however, that 70 per cent 
of our cows are culled for reasons 
other than inherited low production. 
This is an extravagant waste of good 
breeding and a major barrier to herd 
improvement. 


Table Il. shows what happens to 
culling power when the figures for 
the various culling factors are 
changed. The columns headed 
“Heavy,” “Medium,” and “Light” re- 
fer to culling aimed at low inherited 
production. 

If the number of cows culled for 
mastitis, udder trouble, and fertility 
is reduced to 30 per cent, and the 
miscellaneous reasons are lowered to 
10 per cent, 60 per cent of the cull- 
ing can be aimed at low production. 
This would double culling power. 
In contrast, if culling for reasons 
other than low production are allow- 
ed to climb to 85 per cent, the 
amount of culling for low produc- 
tion is cut in half. It is obvious that 
the culling pressure in the “Heavy” 
column is four times that in the 
“Light” column. 

In herds where all the replace- 
ments are raised, a reduction of cows 
culled for reasons other than_ in- 
herited production would speed herd 
progress. In. herds where all the re- 
placements are purchased, the bene- 
fits would accrue in the form of 
higher production or lower replace- 
ment costs. 


Culling Potential 


Cows in the milking herd can be 
culled only to the extent of the re- 
placements available. Cows normally 


have only one calf a_ year, which 
limits the culling potential. A con- 
sensus of California culling studies

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indicates that 28 per cent of the 
milking herd is culled each year. 
This estimate is probably conserva- 
tive, since none of the studies 
cluded a representative number of 
herds buying all their replacements. 
On the basis of a 28 per cent culling 
rate, however, the average length of 
life in the milking herd would be 
3.6 years per cow. If we assume a 
50-50 sex ratio, each cow would give 
birth to an average of 1.8 heifer 
calves during her lifetime. When 
death losses, fertility problems, and 
other factors are considered, a dairy- 
man does well to raise 1.5 replace- 
ments per cow. At best, the replace- 
ment potential is quite low. 

Some dairvymen breed virgin heif- 
ers to beef bulls. This practice re- 
duces the number of dairy replace- 
ments during the lifetime of the cow 
to approximately ll. It is difficult 
to maintain herd numbers with such 
a low replacement rate. Culling for 
low inherited production is practical- 
ly impossible unless some replace- 
ments are purchased. 


Save Calves Only From 
High Producers? 


Many dairy authorities advocate 
raising heifers only from high pro- 
ducing cows. This is an idealistic 
recommendation and a naive one. 
If this ——— is carried out 
beyond a very limited degree, 7 
ina will soon. find himself. i 
the same position as the man ite 
beef bulls on virgin heifers. 

Results of 35 years of research 
at the Beltsville Experiment Station 
cast further doubt on the wisdom of 
this recommendation. In this experi- 
ment, all offspring were raised and 
production records secured for eight 
generations. (Table II). 

This research supports the premise 
that daughters of high producing 
cows produce more than the daugh- 
ters of low producers. But it also is 
evident that some of the daughters 
of low producers must have produced 
more than many of the daughters of 
high producing dams because there 
was only 27 pounds of fat difference 
in the average of the two groups. 

Under herd conditions, heredity 
is masked by too many environmental 
factors to cull many calves from low 
producing cows. 


Where Do All The Heifers Go? 


Theoretically, 50 replacement 
heifers should be secured every year 
in a herd of 100 cows, but this po- 
tential seldom is reached. Fertility 
problems and __longer-than-normal 
lactations reduce the heifer crop to 
about 45 per year. In other words, 
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five are never born. Mortality before 
weaning reduces this number by two 
or three more. Subsequent mortality, 
culling a few because of injury, low 
thriftiness, poor type and other rea- 
sons, usually accounts for a further 
reduction of eight or nine between 

weaning and freshening. Another 
two or three are culled because they 

didn’t conceive, didn’t conceive early 
enough, or because of calving difh- 
culties or udder problems at calving. 
This leaves only about 32 heifers 
available for herd replacements, and 
dairymen often sell a few of these 
for replacement purposes. So, if the 
average dairyman culls only 28 cows 
per 100 from the milking herd dur- 
ing the year, it is probably because 
he has only 28 replacements to move 
into the herd. 

An abnormal sex ratio can swing 
the replacement picture either way, 
but an abnormally high calf mor- 
tality can tilt the balance in only 
one direction——downward.

Economist Foresees. 


Unrrep Srates production of feed 
grains next year may set an all-time 
record, a Cornell University agricul- 
tural economist stated recen ntly. Prof. 


L. C. Cunningham, farm manage- 
ment specialist at the New York 
State College of Agriculture, Cor- 
nell, based his prediction on the 
government program calling for an 
increase in acreage by about 15 mil- 
lion acres for corn and sorghum pro- 
duction in 1967. 


Production of feed grains such as 
corn, sorghum, oats, and barley this 
year is expected to total 158 million 
tons, he said. This is only two per 
cent smaller than last year’s record 
output. 

Prof. Cunningham discussed next 
year’s major changes in the feed 
supply picture in the U. S. at the 
1966 Cornell Nutrition Conference 
for Feed Manufacturers in session 
at Buffalo, New York. In 1967, the 
feed grain program will place into 
production about 15 out of 30 mil- 
lion acres of corn and sorghum land 
diverted from production this vear. 
The combined corn and sorghum 
acreage this year was about 72 mil- 
lion acres. Therefore, an increase of 
about 20 per cent is provided by 
the program, he pointed out. As a 
result, he said, soybean and sorghum- 
crop production is expected to set 
an all-time record in 1967. He said 
he also sees a near record corn crop. 


heifers is not abundant, and _ this 
limits the amount of culling that 
can be done. 


Summary 
1. Within a herd, the heifer crop 


is seldom in great excess. Under the 
circumstances, we can. scarcely afford 
to waste replacements by breeding 
beef bulls to virgin dairy heifers. 
Nor is it advisable to cull calves 
from many low producing cows— 
except in the most obvious cases. 

2. Sire selection is a critical factor 
in our effort to produce replacements 
that will meet or raise the standard 
production level of the herd. But 
sire selection is another subject. 

3. The large percentage of cows 
that must be culled for reasons other 
than production is limiting herd 
progress. Most rapid progress is made 
when most of the culling is aimed 
at inherited low production. 

4. Reliable production records are 
necessary for accurate culling. 


Feed-Grain Record 


Decline in the amount of grains 
held over from previous years also 
was predicted. 

U. S. exports of grains and soy- 
beans and soybean meal during 
1965-1966 continued to expand. But 
demand for U. S. grains is expected 
to be somewhat less, but not signi- 
ficantly, he said. This is because of 
improved grain prospects in most 
foreign nations, he added. 

Corn and sorghum grain exports 
were up about 100 million bushels 
each over a year ago. The increase 
for corn was 16 per cent and sorg- 
hum grain jumped nearly 70 per 
cent, he said. 

The corn crop is estimated to be 
four billion bushels this year, the 
third large crop in four years, Prof. 
Cunningham said. The sorghum 
grain crop is nine per cent larger 
than last year and record high, but 
the oat and barley crops are smaller. 


Soybean production of 927 mil- 
lion bushels this year also is record 
high and 10 per cent bigger than 
the 1965 crop, he noted. Sharp re- 
ductions in cottonseed and flaxseed 
crops, however, make total oilseed 
production only one per cent larger 
this year than the previous year. 

Livestock and poultry feeding 
operations in the nation this year, 
he said, were generally favorable 
and some expansion is expected in 
the coming year. 
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The Story of Elk Meadow Yarm 
At Elz Mound, Weisconsia - - 10s rrcssos 


HE following story should be 
of great interest to those who 


have toiled many hours, all 
their lives, and have established their 
foothold by taking a great interest 
in developing Guernseys, and in- 
creasing the fertility of their soil to 
produce more milk per cow. This is 
the situation with the Stallman 
Brothers in northwestern Wisconsin, 
who have one of the leading Guern- 
sey dairy farms in that area, as well 
as in all of Wisconsin. 

Their present farm was purchased 
from a homesteader, in 1867, by 
grandfather Adolph Stallman after 
returning from the War Between 
the States. The farm received its 
present name, Elk Meadow, from 
the fact that elk used to graze in the 
cleared areas, or meadows, on the 
Stallman farm in the late 1800's. 


A son, John, took over the farm in 
1906. He purchased his first regis- 
tered sire in 1910 to start the great 
registered Guernsey herd of today. 
This bull was named Estaba’s Major, 
and another sire, Imp. Raymond of 
la Houguette, was purchased di- 
rectly from Guernsey Island a short 
time later. His first Guernsey female 
was purchased on May 22, 1914, 
from Charles L. Hill of Rosendale, 
Wis., an importation, Imp. Cantata 
of Sarnia (sired by Imp. Victory of 
Sarnia, one of the great sires of that 


y, and by Daisy II. R.A.AS.), 
bred by John Catts, Island of Al- 
derney. Shortly afterward, two car- 
loads of animals were auctioned off 
in Eau Claire, Wis., a few miles 
from the farm, and John purchased 
seven head. They were Rosie of Val 
du Sud, born September 18, 1911; 
Polly of the Comptrehard, born No- 
vember 18, 1911; Lady Primrose 3d, 
born June 1, 1912; Primrose of Tal 
Val, born March 19, 1912; Maggu 
of Rochers; Rosette II of the Du- 
vaux, and Rose IV. of the Bickleigh. 
In 1914, John Stallman purchased 
additional Guernseys from Jefferson 
County, and sold all of his grade 
cattle.

reminisce about her husband, and 
tell of how their lovable Guernseys 
were developed, along with the great 
hardships which they endured 
through the years. This is a very 
harmonious family operation, with 
grandma still having a vital part in 
the business. She does all the farm 
bookkeeping, signs all checks for 
farm expenses, and has her finger 
on most phases of the business. Some 
people have indicated that John was 
a stubborn man, but it appears his 
stubbornness was an asset, since it 
was his stick-to-itiveness and deter- 
mination to succeed that made him 
a successful operator. 

In 1941, the Stallmans purchased 
a second farm. In the late 1950's a 
third farm was purchased, and in 
1964 they purchased a fourth farm. 
The last farm gave them a_ total 
acreage of 1,117 acres, 800 acres 
under plow. Ray, and his wife, Lois, 
have a family, the fourth generation, 
who are all vitally interested in 
Guernseys and farm life. Their old- 
est child, Ann, is attending North- 
land College, at Ashland, Wis., 
where she has received a good- sized 
scholarship the past two years. Tom 
is in high school and, although in- 
terested in agriculture, he likes play- 
ing tackle on the Elk Mound foot- 
ball team. Susie and Terry are 
vounger, but are much interested in 
the farm activities. 

A daughter of the “Cantata” cow, 
Cantata’s Coral of Elk Meadow, 
made 12587 Ibs. of milk and 612 
Ibs. of fat in 365 days, AR, 3x, i 
1916-1917. The following bulls have 
been proven in the Stallman herd: 
Boulder Bridge Leviathon, Boulder 
Bridge Resolute, Boulder Bridge 
Shamrock, Boulder Bridge Mac- 
Beth, Boulder Bridge Insignia, Cur- 
tiss Candy Distinction, McDonald 
Farms Forceful, and the _ better 
known sire, Elk Meadow Nola’s 
Monarch, that sold to ABS for 
$6,000 in 1959. The dairy herd con- 
sists of about 150 females, all regis- 
tered Guernseys. In fact, all animals 
have been registered for 50 years. 

Elk Meadow Coral’s Bella, a des- 
cendant of the Coral family, is one 
of the great cows and the pride of 
Elk Meadow. She is a daughter of 


“Monarch” (above), with seven 
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records over 12000 Ibs. of milk and 
639 lbs. of fat, the top record being 
16252 lbs. of milk and 824 Ibs. of 
fat, in 359 days, 2x, DHIA, with 
other records approaching 16000 lbs. 
of milk and 800 Ibs. of fat. A daugh- 
ter of “Bella,” Elk Meadow Bella’s 
Bertina, has three wonderful records 
up to 705 Ibs. of fat as a Sr3, and 
her present four-year-old record is 
projected to 794 Ibs. of fat on the 
Wisconsin DHIA testing sheet. 

Ray stated, “The chief reason for 
this kind of production is the huge 
appetite these cows possess.” We 
asked him what develops appetites, 
and he stated: “Good, wholesome, 
leafy, legume hay from calfhood to 
adulthood; in addition to feeding 
number one corn silage, along with 
sensible grain feeding. The cows get 
all the hay they desire, with 15 
pounds of grain per day the limit 
per Guernsey, and 15 per cent pro- 
tein the extent of the ration.” 

The DHIA_ herd average has 
steadily increased from 8068 Ibs. of 
milk and 420 lbs. of fat, in 1940, 

11644 lbs. of milk, 4.9 per cent, 
and 557 Ibs. of fat in 1965 on 69.3 
cows, 2x. The average has dropped 
some, due to a fire which destroyed 
their entire barn in 1965. However, 
since rebuilding their present mod- 
ern dairy barn, the herd average is 
gradually moving up again. The new 
barn is 150 feet long and 48 feet 
wide, with 70 tie stalls for the milk- 
ing herd, and calf pens, freshening 
stalls, and bull pens, 12 feet wide 
the full length of the barn. A fine 
new milk house was built along 
with the barn. 

All females have been raised on 
the farm since the late 1920's, with 
the exception of a few purchased in 
1930, of which only a few quite 
lived up to the reputation of Elk 
Meadow cattle. The Stallmans have 
chiefly used sires which were men- 
tioned before, with some carefully 
selected bulls from their very best 
cows, in addition to Burger’s Place 
Billy, McDonald Farms "Jolly V Val, 
Mulhocaway Butterfat King Hal, 
Norgert’s Royal Nance, Gayoso 
View Top Command, and Northern 
Hermes, mostly Gold Star Sires. 

The Stallman family is deeply 
interested in the children and their 
4-H_ projects, which naturally are 
Guernseys. Elk Meadow Kate Karen 
shown by Ann, won first Blue at 
Wisconsin State Junior Fair as a 
two-year-old, second Blue as a three- 
year-old, was champion of all breeds 
at Dunn County Fair in 1964, and 
champion Guernsey as a three-year- 
old at the same fair in 1965. She is 
a milk champion as well, with 14956 
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lbs. of milk and 722 Ibs. of fat, Sr2, 
335 days, 2x, DHIA, 11853 Ibs. of 
milk and 645 Ibs. of fat, Sr3, 338 
days, 2x, and is starting a third lac- 
tation which promises to be another 
great record. “Karen” was selected 
to go to the National Junior Guern- 
sey "Show but, due to an error in her 
papers, she was not eligible to com- 
pete. One of Tom’s projects is Elk 
Meadow Wilda’s Valiant, a senior 
bull calf that was junior and grand 
champion at the Wisconsin junior 
fair; champion of all breeds at the 
Dunn County Fair, and junior 
champion at the Northern State Fair 
at Chippewa Falls. He will be used 
some in the herd. Brother Kermit, 
although unmarried, is very interest- 
ed in his brother's children and 
their welfare. 

Elk Meadow is well known in 
many areas, but better known in 
northwestern Wisconsin and_north- 
eastern Minnesota. One method by 
which they have established their 
name for many years is through the 
sale of registered bulls. It is almost 
unbelievable that in this age of arti- 


ficial insemination a dairy farm 
could sell 25 bulls per year, but that 
is exactly what they sold in 1965, 
with about 20 more bulls being sold 
in 1966. 


The Stallmans are selling 
Guernsey milk under the Golden 
Guernsey label at the Dolly Madi- 
son plant, Eau Claire. They are one 
of the oldest producers for this com- 
pany, as John Stallman, at one time, 
hauled his milk to this plant by 
wagon or truck.

Other farming projects are raising 
400 to 500 hogs yearly, planting 
Christmas trees, which number 
about 100,000, and logging each 
winter to provide lumber for repair- 
ing and building. 

Yes, this is a sound farming opera- 
tion, built on years of sweat, tears, 
determination, love of Guernseys, 
and working together as a family 
unit and enjoying every minute of 
each day. As one of the family 
stated, “Major decisions are never 
made without discussing it from 
most every angle.” 


- Guernseys Are Special With North ‘Carolina Youth

Guernseys continue to hold a 
prominent position with the 4-H’ers 
from across North Carolina. One 
hundred twenty-four _ registered 
Guernseys, owned by junior “exhibi- 
tors, were paraded before the judges 
in the six 1966 district Junior Dairy 
Shows held throughout the state. 

The district shows are judged on 
the Danish System, and on this basis, 
Guernsey exhibitors placed 64 in 
the blue ribbon group, 50 in the red 
ribbon group and only 10 in the 
white ribbon group. 

The District Junior Dairy Show 
at Statesville had the largest number 
of Guernseys at any one single show, 
with 62 head exhibited. This repre- 
sented approximately 25 per cent of 
the total number of all breeds shown. 
Anita Hampton, Rockwell, exhibit- 
ed the grand champion cow, which 
was an aged cow, and Ben Fleming, 
Cleveland, walked off with the fit- 
ting and showmanship honors for 
the Guernsey breed. Exhibitors of 
the grand champion Guernsey at 
the other five district shows were as 
follows: Durham Show, Freddie 
Turrentine, Durham; Greensboro 
Show, George Smith, Linwood; 
Western Show, Johnny Holloman, 
Henderson; Northwestern Show, 
Bill Joines, Laurel Springs, and 
Capital Area, Sidney Fleming, Hen- 


derson. 

The North Carolina State Junior 
Dairy Show, held during North 
Carolina State Yair Week, has long 
been noted for bringing out the best 
junior exhibitors from over the state. 
The 1966 Show on October 11 was 
down in numbers as only 31 entries 
were paraded before the watchful 
eye of Judge Douglas Clawson, 
Ridge Springs, South “Carolina. Mr. 
Clawson placed 12 in the blue 
group, 13 in the red group, and six 
in the white group. 

Mary Ann Fleming, of Iredell 
County, exhibited the senior and 
grand champion cow, Eunice B. 
Kitty, a two-year-old, and received 
the coveted Quail Roost Trophy for 
this achievement. Jan Carrigan, of 
Iredell County, showed the junior 
champion, Wadena’s Jason Fifi, a 
senior yearling, and Mary Ann 
Fleming captured first place in Fit- 
ting and Showmanship with her 
grand champion two-year-old. Iredell 
C ounty exhibited the first place 
Guernsey County Herd, with David- 
son and Rowan Counties following. 

Guernseys contribute greatly to the 
success of North Carolina Junior 
Dairy Shows, and Guernsey breed- 
ers should be proud of this impor- 
tant role held by their cattle with 
4-H youth today.

HEN Elwyn Fowles _ said, 
“Guernseys have been good 
to me,” I knew by the tone 


of his voice that he meant it. We 
had walked down the road a short 
stretch to a field of lush green alfalfa, 
where the were temporarily 
being grazed. The weather was crisp 
and refreshing, and the scenery 
beautiful as only New England can 
be in the fall, even though ‘color was 

1 little past peak. The conversation 
abil somewhat, and I was fid- 
dling with the camera, trying to cap- 
ture Elwyn, the cows, and good 
background, so it was a little diffi- 
cult to also commit to memory every- 
thing he said.

Elwyn and Mrs. Fowles, just new- 
ly married, bought the farm in 1938, 
moving on with, what he termed, 
19 scrub cattle. About a week later 
the historic hurricane of °38 hit, 
leaving the place a shambles. This 
was quite a handicap for the young 
couple, but fortitude kept them go- 
ing. For the first few years they com- 
bined dairying with a few acres of 
tobacco. Their Sunnydell Farm, at 
Southampton, Mass., is located in the 
northern area of the Connecticut 
River Vallev—cigar wrapper country. 

Shortly after World War II, the 
cigar industry began to shred, homo- 
genize and fabricate an inner wrap- 
per, eventually cutting the on-farm 
price of wrapper tobacco almost in 
half. The Fowles reacted by getting 
more cows, registered Guernseys, 
and getting out of the tobacco busi- 
ness. Only one curing barn, about 
150 feet long, remains as a reminder, 
and this makes quite a satisfactory 
hay and shavings barn. In 1950 they 
built a new dairy barn with 50 com- 
fort stalls. 


“IT guess we've made about as much 
as anyone in dairying,” he stated, 
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and Elwyn M. Fowles. 


“but no one has gotten rich at it.” 
“We've paid for the farm and every- 
thing on it, and have put the 
children through college with regis- 
tered Guernseys.” He was talking 
about his daughter, Lorena, now 
married, his son, "Wayne, a practicing 
D.V.M., and his son, Meryl, an in- 
seminator for Eastern A.I. Another 
daughter, Christine, a freshman in 
high school, is very active in 4H 
with Guernseys and is secretary- 
treasurer of the newly formed Mas- 
sachusetts Junior Guernsey Associa- 
tion. Leadership and endeavor seem 
to run in this family—Elwyn is presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Guernsey 
Breeders Association. 


The farm is not a large one, con- 
sisting of about 120 acres, 75 of 
which are tillable, with a few addi- 
tional acres being rented each year. 
It has been under good management. 
In 1938, with 19 cows, they had to 
buy hay, and in 1966, with 65 head, 
they have enough alfalfa to take care 
of them. 


As we slowly tailed the cows in, 
Elwyn pointed them out one by one. 
He is especially proud of the Hom- 


iny Hill Adrian Wistful family. 
Elwyn purchased “Wistful” for 
$4,500 to top the 14th Green Mead- 
ow Sale. I gathered that it was high- 
ly unusual for him to go that high, 
but he wouldn’t part with her for 
anything. He singled out others, pre- 
dominantly daughters of McDonald 
Farms Golden Bart—about medium 
in size. They are good uddered 
things, pleasing in type and, most 
important, are milking real well. It 
was easy to see that this man loves 
his Guernseys. 

Back at the house, we crossed the 
road up a lane between two bull 
barns and pens. Each of the aged 
bulls gave a tremendous snort, but I

soon found out they did so only ex- 
pecting a little of Elwyn’s attention, 
which they got. One, a Yellow Creek 
Jewel Supreme son, seems to have a 
special fondness for cigar smoke. He 
stretched his head as far over the 
top rail as he could for Elwyn to 
blow smoke up his nostrils. The 
other, “Golden Bart,” we looked over 
pretty closely, as others had done, 
we learned. We heard the tale that 
Mr. Fowles had gotten him as a 
youngster when he was cajoled into 
the one and only bid on him at a 
consignment sale. It turned out as 
a darned good purchase. He now 
has a preliminary summary on eight 
daughters with 13 records of 12122 
lbs. of milk and 612 Ibs. of fat. Eight 
classified daughters have an average 
of 85.9 per cent.

One of our last special stops was 
to see the young son of “Wistful.” 
At the tender age of about one 
month, he broke his shoulder just 
above the elbow. He was taken to 
Cornell, had a cast, and everything. 
Youth evidently prevailed, as the 
break is not now evident, either to 
the sight nor does he favor it, and 
I can assure you he is getting the 
best of care. 

This is a _ registered Guernsey 
family. Elwyn says, “We've done a 
lot of showing — the children have 
liked it, and so do I.” 

As we leaned on the lot fence for 
a last view of the cows, he pointed 
out a brand new tractor, saying, “We 
had to have it to get the silage in. 
It cost over $6,000. You know, that’s 
just about as much as we paid for 
the farm.” 

The current rolling average on the 
herd at the time of this writing was 
12168 Ibs. of milk and 614 lbs. of 
fat on 37 DHIR records. Sunnydell 
Farm has earned three Gold Star 
Breeder awards. 

When Elwyn said, “Guernseys 
have been good to me,” I knew he 
meant it. 
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Roxie Acres Farm, Elgin, Ili., 
was back at the 1966 International, 
at Chicago, Ill., on December 2, 
having pretty much of a field day. 
All-American Norgerts Nance Tid 
was in good form, handily winning 
senior and grand championship for 
females and best uddered honors. 
She was also instrumental in Roll- 
ing Acres topping the dairy herd, 
best three females, and senior get 
of sire classes. Rosewood Am Queen, 
a two-year-old entry owned by W. 
H. Odlum, Roselle, Ill., and first 
best uddered cow in her class, made 
a beautiful reserve senior and grand 
champion. 

Bull classes were relatively light. 
Cashmer’s Hal Viking, Randall 
Cashmer’s second place winner at 
this year’s National show, was named 
first senior yearling and junior and 
grand champion of the show. Elm- 
wood Farms, Frankenmuth, Mich., 
won the reserve junior champion- 
ship with their bull calf, Elmwood’s 
King Arthur, and the senior cham- 
pion and reserve grand champion 
was their bull, three years and over, 
Elmwood’s Duane. Muehling Mea- 
dows T. Dave, from the two-year-old 
class, was reserve senior champion 
for Audrey D, Wagner, Cissna Park,

Committee, the Capitol Hill Mason- 
ic Lodge, the Knights Templar, and 
the Iowa Farm Bureau Federation. 
He was a lifelong resident of Polk 
County, and attended East High 
School, Drake University, and lowa 
State University at Ames. 

Ralph was the kind of person 
who enjoyed using his very unusual 
ability to advance the fortunes of 
others while asking for nothing in 
return for himself.

I never did take much stock in what the boss says but after hearing him repeat over and over again that if we could use 
two or three real honest-to-goodness good bulls in a row we could develop some outstanding cows, I started to believe it. 
Imagine how I laffed when some college perfessors in New Zealand discovered that 90% of the difference in production 
between herds was a result of feeding and management and only 10% was from inheritance. This should make me and 
Roy worth — let’s see — 44 cows at 600 Ibs. production — x 90% —. Oh well — we love our jobs and we love our cows 
and don’t like to pay a big income tax. 


Sometimes some dairymen talk to us something like this: “Mike, them cows of yours sure are milking good but in a 
farmer's herd they wouldn’t be so hot.” Oh I dunno, we’ve soid some and I haven’t heard many complaints. Of course 
when we sell a cow we usually sell the lowest perducer unless she is going to a consignment sale. One cow we sold for 
low production even made a state record. Seems if that 10% inheritance part is good enuf so anybody can make pretty 
good records on our cows if the 90% management part is alright. 


Speaking of good cows reminds me we still has some daughters left of Fritzlyn Jeanette’s Flash — Gold Star Sire, and 
they sure like to milk. Sometimes we think they will milk themselves to death. Year after year they keep right on. One 
Flash daughter — Duluth Flora (VG) just freshened with a bull calf by Adohr Peter Pan Prince — Gold Star Sire (68 
daus., 98 rec. av. 11638 milk, 575 fat — 161 daus. classified av. 83.9). Flora has some good records — Jr2DHIR—9040m 
—476f, Jr3DHIR—11520m—590f, Sr3DHIR—14330m—733f, Sr4DHIR—12540m—635f, 6DHIR—13010m—623f — all 305 
days or less. Flora is one of those cows that doesn’t attract a lot of attention. She is never sick, always breeds easily, never 
the top cow in the herd, but when we look over the records the end of the year, Flora is always near the top in perduc- 
tion. Adohr Peter Pan Prince stands seventh among all the USDA AI proved bulls of the breed in predicted difference in 
milk, (Aug. 1966 DHIA Sire Summary). 


I wouldn’t guarantee that all of this calf’s daughters would make class leader records but he is bred to sire pretty good 
perduction and type if his daughters is given a chance. All our Flashes milk out fast and easy, and I would expect this 
calf to do a pretty good job on perduction, size, udders, milk out, persistency and shoulders. If you are interested we will 
be happy to send you information.
